In 1904, the 
Royal Socioty, at the request of the 
Admiralty, the War Offico and the Colonial 
Office, undertook to investigate the causes 
of this fever, and sent out a smal) Com- 
mission to Malia for that purposo, This 
Commission, which consisted chiefly of 
Army and Naval medical officers, has 
been ab work for three years, under 
the supervision of a Committce of the 
Royal Society, and has only lately com- 
pleted its labours, It is unnecessury to 
describe the details of the threo years’ 


work ; it is enough to sny that every likely 


fino of research waa followed, in order to 
discover how nian becomes infected by this 
disonsc. As long aga ay 1887 an Army 
medical ofticor had discovered that Malla 
fever-is caused by the entrance into the 
body of n minute becterium, which was 
named the Microco‘cus melitensis, _ This. 
microbe was stuclied from many points of 
vidw,' but with no success until a discovery 

ade which cleared up the mystery, 
Thiseewes’ the remarkable fact that the 


| goats in Malta are susceptible to this 


disease, and act, as it wore, asa reservoir 
of the virus. In truth, it is probable that 
“Malta fever is primarily n disenye of gants, 
and that man is infected from the goat, not 
tho gont from man. The goat is.vory much 
in dvidonce in Malta, there being some 
20,000 of them, which supply practically 
all the mill used in the island. Lt was dis- 
eovored by the Commission that hulf of 
theso animals nro affected hy Malta fever 
and that one-tenth are constantly passing 
thé Microgoceus melitengis in their milk. 
Nothwithstantling that the gouts show ne 
outer signk of the disenso, they continue, 
possibly for years, ti sucrete milk enn- 
taining the pofaon, 

Tt seomed evident then, that to banish 
Malta fover from our sailors and’ soldiers 
on the station, ull that was required was to 
eliminate gouts’ milk from theiy dictary.
